Free Edncalion in Danger. 



It is time Iho friends of Froo Scoular 
Edaoation io this Colony woro in- 
formed that tbo syBiom which has been 
their proud boaet for Bovoral years 
past stands to-day in groat danger of 
being destroyed by tbo machinations 
of a few men high in power; and 
that the Board of Education are un« 
able and nuwilliog to inonr tho rc- 
eponsibility of ordering tbo Schools to 
bo reopened without a olisar under, 
standing as to where tbo funds re- 
quired to defray tho expense are to 
oome from. Tho system of Edaoation 
hero on tho Island is Free and Aoti- 
Bectatian. Tho oxponso of carrying 
CD our Schools during ISGG was S978G 
67. In March lust, tlio LegisliUivo 
Ooanoil voted §10,000 (dnc-ihird per 
cent, on tho amount voted tho Gov> 
ernment) to dofrny tho oxponso of 
carrying on all tho Schools throughout 
the Colony for tho year 18G7, iiiul to 
pay ofl' tho an'oai s duo tho tcr.uliorB 
for past scrvicos. Out of this huni of 
S10,000 tho Ctovcriior ajipropriiitod 
$0000 to tho usos ot tho Island 
and roscrvod $-iOOU to liO oxpondcd 

' on tho luaiiiliuid. 'W'iUi tbo ?G000 
for tho Irilaiid tbo lioard of J'l.lu- 
cation woro informrd tlint they *' inuBt 
discharge i^ast liabilities ;ind provide 
for carrying on the Sv.'hoolr? for tho ro- 
maindor cf tho year." Tho absurdity 
of iho Govornmontul must" in this 
case will bo soon wlion wo stale 
that tho unpaid liabiiitios of the Board 
np to tho 3lst of March last woro 
S5100, ond that afcer paying tboso 
liabilities they will have tho muniti- 
oont sum of §900 loft to moot working 
expenses for the remainder of the 
year. Since tho appointment of the 
new Board, various economies have 
been effected in the expsndituro. The 
Superintendent and teacbors—a most 
self, denying body of men, some ot 
"whom have adopted the profession 
more from a- desire to improve tho 
mental calibre of.tho yonng than lo 
efieot their own pecuniary advunco- 
meat — have ohooifully acquiesced in 
these redactions ; and wo are in a 
position now to state that an eiTir. 
oient system of Freo Education can 
bo maintained during tho remaining 
months of tho yoftr for liio inconi 
eidorablo sum of 82031 78. Of this 
amount the Board are short jusi 
$2034 78, Tho amount of tho liabili- 
ties of tho Board up to tho 3idt ol 
Docombor last vtrs 63500. From tho 
810,000 voted by iho Council Iho 
83500 had to bo p:i;d, loiwing just 
86500 for EducaLionuI ])urpose-^ lor tho 
•whole Colony during tiio cununt year. 
Of this SG500 Governor S'^yniaur re- 
serves $1000 for tho mainland, and 
loaves only S2500 for tho Schools 
on tbo Island, Tho numbor of pupils 
attending tho Island Froo Sohoola on 
the let of July lust was three hundred 
and seventy -seven. Tho immbjr of 
pupils attending Schools on the main- 
land is under eighty. Nona of the 
iostitutions of learning on the main-> 
^^_^J&od are public or " self-reliant." They 
are denominational or assisted Schools. 
That is, parents poy from 50 cents to 
81 each .for every obild attending 
school, and Government conlribates a 
yearly sum to fisslst each establishment.

Why, wo are consul rained to ar k, is 
this vast dillVrurifo luii lo in tho gr;int 
of tho public monies for tii J oduca . 
tion of tho youtig'f' It caniiot bo 
that the children of tho mainland 
are duller of comprehension and that 
thfiy require a larger sum of money 
to bring their menial culture up to 
the Island ptaudiird? Noe can it 
be that they are likely to make 
better citizens or more loyal subjocts 
than tbo progeny of the Islanders ? 
Certainly not. The eoiution of the 
favoritism shown ioonoBooiion at the 

- expense of the other lies in the fact 
that Governor Seymour is an oi)eii and 
avowed enemy ot Froo EduoatioD, and 
favors in its stead tho introduction of 
a donoBoinatipnal or foo eystom, such 
as thatinforcb on tho mainland, whore 
it has worked ('.vo aro credibly 
formodj badly, for tho re; t,ju thai 
many parents aro pre von led, througli 
o*want of luoans, from Honding 
their cliildron t'j Uio Sclioo's. Tiio 
Governor by refusing t(j givo (he 
Islandera a just proportion ol tho ap, 
prcpritttion ia oiuleavoring to coerco 
them into surremJering and abandon- 
ing tho noble ideii of a uttiti'd educa- 
tion for all oluSHOB, all creeds, uli 
colora in tho Colony — perhaps tho best 
and ODl;r bopo wo faavo of woldiog 



opinion and feeling aud rooonoiling dif- 
forenoos among tbo people, and teaoh« 
ing them to legard each other with 
foelingpa of matual .charity, friendship 
and reepoot. "We are expected to de- 
liberately give up this grand conception 
in order that tbe Colonial funds shall 
bo spout in subsidizing denomination nl 
institutionSf where tbe ehildrou afeach 
denomination would bo put into tho 
hands of its clergy io order to bo ins 
structod in doctrines of intoloranoo and 
mutual animosity. This is not n quo8>- 
tion ol a little more or a llttio losg— it 
is a question of ma ntniuing mixed 
education or Burrondonng it abso- 
lutely into tbo hands of tho clergy of 
tho dill'eront dcuoniinatiooB in the 
Colony. V^o siiy this with no fouling 
of disroBpoct to tho clergy, — wo bo- 
liovo all are doing much good in their 
own sphere. But ev-hon ihoy nak far 
Stato aid for their B'-hools — when tlioy 
sook to plunge their arms clbow^dcep 
into the public monoy-chcst ar.d c->in- 
pel the po'.;plo at hvrgn to contribute 
funds towards tho dissoininntion of 
ihoir peculiar dogmas, wo say tlioy 
aro attoiiipliDg to inlroduco " iho thin 
end nl a wodgo " that will never bo 
dri von home until one Boot or uuotlRr has 
elovated itaolfintoa subsidized Stato 
Church. If there is anything in tho 
world worth making a stand for, it is 
tho principle involved in the prerent 
isnuo; and wo sincerely hope that 
allhoagh the Governor bas douo and 
is doing everything in his power to 
uodormino and to destroy the noble 
system of free edaoation which has 
stood so BUOcoBHfuUy for tbroo years, 
and although ab leasb one religions 
sect bas announced a failure where it 
oughB to proolatm a suocess— we hope 
thoro is enough liberality and indu,. 
pondonco in tho people of Vancouver 
Island not to allow this noblest work 
oftholato Island Government to be 
trampled under foot by illiboralily and 
misrupresenlalion. Lot the colonists see 
that education is as free as tho air 
they breathe, and tbo timo will 600u 
coino when tho man who raidos lii.s

I'nu (.'ziir liked him, and wiri f,'n atly ainuscii 
by liiin. 'I h',' t'zir under.slni d French well, 
and, i belie.v,', cnuld have npokou it if be 
plea.sad, but, by way of keeping np his 
dignity, olway.s made uso of an iu'erji eter. 
Ah for Ljtiii aud Other tonguos, he spoke 
ili-'iii very widl. Ho had Ihe King's guards 
ill al liMidance on him, bat l:o would lot nmn' 
(il llieui lolbuv him out of duor.s. lie would 
not Btir liorn the Hotel Lcsdignicres, what- 
ever curiosity ba had to see Paris, nor give 
any sign of life, UDtil be had a visit from the 
ICing." 

Tbo King, Loy^is XV.. was Ihen only 
seven years idd, having been horn ot FonlaiiiPK 
lik;ai: 111 1710. The fust vn-^it was lioni the 
Ui!;^uiit. VVi.en lie was announced the Cicar 
rore, iidvancod a lew Mtups, euiiiraoed him ' 
wilh Iho coniiepci-'ii.sion ol a snperior towuiiin 
an inferior, pointed to tho door of hi.s private 
rtiltinfi-room, nnd, turning hia back on liiin 
without a word of civilily, onieroil lirst. The 
lt! gi?nt nnd Prince Ivourakin, who acted on 
thu ocea/um as inlotproier, followed. In tho 
room thoro were t wo ariiiohiiir.s, one higher 
than tho other. The C'siir soatod himself io 
thu lormcr and tho Itegent in tbo other 
Tho conversation lasted about an hour, but 
witliiiut touching on public alliiirs ; whoa tho 
tbo Cmr rose, lelt the room, lliu Uegeni lol- 
luwii g, making a profound obeisanct% which 
wan but i:tit;lu y reiurned, and quitted bim at 
the precis ' epot whuro lie met htm 00 enter* 
ing. Si, iSiinun saya : — 

'* The Monday following, that is, tbe lOtb 
of Muy, Iho King visiltd tbo (Jzar, who re- 
eoivcdhini at tho door, saw hirn descend 
from his carnage, and tlnui wnlkcd in front, 
lu the lelt of tho Kin<^, to hia room, M'hero 
two armcliairH of oiiual height were Bcl 
The King look llioono on the right, the 
Czar lhat on ihe lelt — Prince Kourukiii serv- 
ing as the iiiterpreler. Tho persona inatlen- 
danou woro surprised to see Ibe Czar lift up 
tho K-ing by tho onns, and holding him up 
onibraeo him, and that tho King, who was 
not prepared for it, showed no sign ol foar. 
They were also struck with his graceful du- 
mpftnoar towards tbe Kipg, tba nQeoiionato 



manner in v/hioh he epoko lo hirn, the polite* 
ncsB which springs from tho heart, and all 
mingled with grandeur, equality otrank, and 
a little with ihe tuperiorily of age. fie 
praised the King much, appeared charmed 
with bim, and peifiiadud every one of it, llo 
oinbraond him several tinius. Tho King 
paid him a brief ciiin|iliinL'nt, but very pret- 
tily turned ; am] du Maine, Marshal da 
Nilloroy, and alt tbe persona, ol disticotiou 
present joined In the conversation. The 
bitting lasted about a rpiarler of an hour. 
Tho Czir acccin; aniul thu King aa ho had 
received him, and siiw him ennr his car- 
riaga. On Tuesday ho went to visit ibo 
King between 4 and 5 o'clock in the alter- 
noun. Ue was received at tbo door of bis 
carriage, and condaoted io the same manner 
Btid kept on tho ri^jht of thu King throtighoot. 
Tho whole of '.lin r.oreninnial had been pre- 
viously settled. Thu Cziir hIi wed the eanie 
graciousne.Hs and tho siiifia adeolion towards 
tho Kin;', but hisi vi-it was not longer than 
that whicn ho liiid liini-elf reroivi.il.'' 

Tho otxt day he visited ihe I'laco Royale, 
the Places dea Victoirea and Vandotnu ; nnd 
tho day after went to tbo Observatory, the 
Gobelins, and tho Jardiii du lloi. Hu naro- 
fully examined everything, and asked many 
qiienliona. A few niHbts afterward] ho wont 
lo Iho Oporn with thu Kef^ent, and in tho 
midst ot the porfirmancc, with every eye 
upon him, culled f r beer. It waa UioU'.dii 
in a lariic eilver goblet on a .^alver. nod was 
presented tn him by the Uegont. lie hrailed, 
nodded, took Ihu goblet, drank tho contents, 
and put it back on tbe salver which the 
Regent continued to b; hi. The Re;;i.'nt then 
kaocod him a luwel, with v.liich he wijod 
bis lips nnd moustaclie, ami ilirow it b;:ek 
on tho platv'. At tlio r.uiUi act he h fi the 
theatre lo go home to .sapjier, and would ni I 
allow the iiegent lo quit tlio box. On the 
lollowing day, Satuiday, ho threw hini.sell 
into tbo first baokney coach be met, and 
went to visit tbi workshops of tho city. On 
the IGih hu wont to Ihe Irvalides, inspiuued 
overythiii!;, entered the refectory, lui-ted the 
Boldii-ra' foup and wino, clapped ibi'iii nii the 
shoulder, colli d llii'in con.i .uIim, and (iniill'od 
nil u bumper to their henllli. H,J vi.siied in 
turn all tho olher nuinbcra of the Koyal 
family. He went to Versailles, and inspected 
tbe Trisnnii, his p. incipal attendants being 
lodged at Iho iml.u'e, whr-rn they coninnilt' (I 
improprieties which greaily scaniiabzcd 
Bloln, the governor ol the pabice ; but, us .St. 
.Sinion ob;urvc9, ' it was not the habit of the 
Czar or the pcoplo about bim to restrain 
iheinsfclves.' 

lia attended Ihe proccssioD of the Feto 
Dioa at Notro Dame with Marshall do 'I'tsfe. 

' On Friday, tbo 11 Mi of June, he went to 
St. L'yr, where bo \i-iii!d every jiarl (,f the 
hou.^e and siw the y(Ul:,g liidies in their ela=3 
room. He wiu rei'eived in ilio s.iini! man- 
ner as llie Ki lie e.';pri.;i-eil a v.ish lo 
see Madame do iMaiulcnoo, who, in e.xpi ela- 
tion of tbe visit, went tu bed and hiul ibe 
curtains drawn about it, exeopt one, which 
was only hull clus d. The (.'zar en'ered Use 
ro.in, went t^truiidit up to the v/induwj and 
optned the curtains, then IhOBu of iho led, 
looked quite at hi.s en o at her, said not a 
Word l» her, nor did tho lo him, nnd without 
making thu slightest ealulo went nwoy. 1 
know Ibat sbe was much astonished and 
mortified at his conduct— but Ibo lata King 
WHS no moro." 

On ll;u Kidi (June) a loview was got np, 
but there were only two re.iiui 'iiLs of 
Guards, gendurmos, chcnindcgcrs, and mous- 
(luelaires. I'tic Duke nl OiUiins only was 
wilh him. TTio Czir hardly glanced ut tho 
troops, who perceived tho slight. 

' Ou Sunday, Iho 20lh, ihe Czir loft Paris 
and slept at Livry, proceeding ri;;lit on to 
Spa, wbero the Lziiina was v.,il'iii;,' for 
him. He \;oull not ullov/ any oi.o l^i aeciim ■ 
pany hiin, evtii when leaving ."a' i,<. 'I'lie 
iu.xury he rci; arkid durin;; his i-iiiv f urpiise I 
hnu much, lie epoko iilh <i: i'iri itely aboui. 
tho King tkod France, ii;i i ;;:id ti.at he ^.tvi 
with sorrow that all this li:.\'i;y winilii bo ti:o 
ruin ol him. llo wrnt ir.Tiiy o:i iriiied al li e 
tnanncr in w'.acM he ha 1 boon teei ivi'd, ul 
all ho had bfccil, at Hit; liberty ol niov.nunl 
before him, and with a stron:; desire lo unite 
hiiusell closely with the King, to which 
however, tbe iniercsla ol ibu Abbd Dubois 
and ol England were a great obstacle, and lor 
which there there was afterwards, md still 
ia, great caUio of repentance, 'j'no iiineii 
cannot be said about thi:i (,'zar, i-o irub, 
great, whose fini;ul:ir ty and raro varirtv o'l 
luKnts aud other ^leal ipi iIiiIlS v.ill ahvaya 
inaUo him a nioaareli v,iir;l:y ul' tbo aiiinua. 
tion ot l:.o reraotoat poBlority; dojpilo the 
^reat dcicuts ot his barb iruus origin, ol his 
cuuniry, and of his education. 'I'his is the 
repuiaiion lio 1-ft among all in Fiance, who 
regaided him iig a prodigy with wbich they 
were eliarmeiJ," 

It appears that llic expon-o i f k"eping liirn 
and his suite waa (iL'U cr'nviis ,i d:iy, inongh 
alter the liri-l lew days hu dimiuishe-J ibe 
cunsuinptibo of his table. lie had for a 
iiiuincnt intcndel that the Czarina should 
j iin him in P.iri.J, liui fie changed his mind 
lie ordend her 10 ;;o Id Aii-'a Ciki; el;e or 
Spa, usaiic cbuic, and drinit Hie waters ivh Ic 
wuiting lor bini.
